CHIHUAHUA (Mex.) April 2.—Thirty- 
four rebels were killed and scores were 
wounded in a clash between a detach- 
ment of 350 Federal soldiers and 150 
insurrectos at Aldama Friday night. 

The insurrectos are said to have been 
shot down in a running fight following 
& surprise attack by Federals. Diaz 
soldiers say they lost only four men 
killed, two of whom were Meutenants 
who led the chase. 

The route followed an orgy in which 
the insurrectos engaged after they had 
marched into Aldama without resis- 
tance early on Friday.

“I have not seen him since he left 

San Antonio three months ago or 
more.” 
Gonzalez Garza, Insurrecto Secretary 
of State, met the two Maderos and ac- 
companied them to their hotel, where 
a conference opened at once. 

For some time Garza has been de- 
claring that he did not believe in the 
peace rumors. 

So far as can be learned, there are 
no representatives here of the Fed- 
eral government, but the insurrecto 
junta is supposed to be in communi- 
cation by courier with Francisco Ma- 
dero, with the army near Chihuahua. 

In an interview given the Associated 
Press tonight at the close of the con- 
ference, Alfonso Madero deciared he 
was unable to make known the ob- 
ject of their visit to El Paso now but 
expected to be able to give out some- 
thing tomorrow or Tuesday that will 
throw light on their visit. He indi-

One of the articles which many 
of the foreign-goods shops in Sianfu 
as well as in most cities in China car- 
ry is health underwear. The people 
of Shensi exhibit no aversion to things 
western—in fact, seem to be very fa- 
vorably inclined to foreign things. So 
soon as the Wel basin is tapped by 
a railroad we may expect wonderful 
changes in this cradle of the empire. 
Sianfu's only modern industrial inati- 
tution is a ma factory, manufac- 
turing sulphur matches put up in much 
the game form as the old biock sul- 
phur matches common to the earlier 
days in California. 

Chengtu, the capital of Szechuan, fs 
one of the wealthiest Chinses cities in 
the empire. It claims a population 
of 335.000, according to a recent census. 
The city has broad, clean streets, paved 
with flagstones. There is no other city 
in China except Canton which has 
such fine shops as has Chengtu. As the 
city is not a treaty port, and as it 
is far removed from foreign influences, 
being 2100 miles up the Yantze, foreign 
goods have been very slowly finding 
a market here. There are probably 
about 200 foreign missionaries in and 


about Chengtu. These have been in- 
etrumental in introducing mcny west. | 
ern ideas, and western ideas naturally | 
follow with the use of many foreign | 
goods. In the foreign-goods shops 
of Chengtu can be purchased watches, 
clocks, gramophones, kerosene and pa- 
tent vapor lamps, sewing machines.

HE COMING 


The battle which will soon be on tn 
Washington between a tariff-for-revenue 


only House of Representatives and a pro-. 


tective-tarif! Senate will be a battle be 
tween foreign importers and American 
workmen. It is not to,be denied that cap- 
ital which is engaged in manufacturing 
shares in the gains made possible by a pro- 
tective tariff, and that in some tustances 
it obtains more than its proper share. But 
the profits remain in the country, they are 
embarked in other enterprises which em- 
ploy more workers, and at last the capl- 
talist can secure little-more than increased 
luxury of life. It is the workers of Amer- 
ica that are the principal beneficiaries of 
the Republican policy of protection. 

American workmen are more skillful than 
those of any other nation. This superiority 
is not merely inberent, it is the result of 
his conditions. Man is as much a fruit of 
culture as an orange or an apple. The 
uses of adversity are not sweet, Shakes- 
peare to the contrary notwithstanding. “Ye 
cannot gather grapes of thorns or figs of 
thisties.” The possession of a competency 
accumulated by industry apd economy 
brings to the average man a mental and 
moral as well as a material gain. The 
American workman is a more intelligent 
and desirable citizen than his Buropean 
brother mainly because he ig better fed; 
better housed and better clothed. He lives 
a better life because he earns higher wages, 
and he earns higher wages because of the 
Republican policy of protection. 

It is idle to claim that all the profits 
derived from the high prices for manufac- 
tured goods are selwed and appropriated 
by the manufacturers. The market reports 
are perused almost as closely in the cot- 
tages as in the counting rooms. The bright 
brains of the workers are swift to perceive 
and prompt to demand for labor its full 
share of results. If the market reports of 
the country show on Monday an Increase 
of 10 per cent. in the price of iron goods, 
before the next Monday all the Tuba! Cains 
between the Schuylkill and the Pacific 
Ocean will demand an increase of 10 per 
cent. in wages. . 

It is the homes of America, rather than 
the counting rooms, that are most inter- 
ested in the result of the coming contest 
between a protective and a revenue tariff. 
And what other land can boast of such 
homes? The poets who have sung songs 
that will echo down the ages; the ariists 
who have illumined canvas with pictures of 
nature; the inventors who have mastered 
her secrets and conquered her forces; the 
engineers who have linked oceans and 
spanned rivers; the soldiers who have mar- 
shalled armies to victory. and the statesmen 
who have ruled States and nation have 
come from the farm houses and the work 
shops and the public schools. Whittier out. 
of a farm houge, Edison out of a telegraph 
office, Ericsson out of a machine 
Grant out of a tan yard, Lincoln out of a 
log cabin. Over all this broad land are ten 
million cottage households where bright- 
brained children are growing into the men 
and women of the future who, when the 
present generation shall have journeyed on, 
will keep the standards of our country “stil! 
full high advanced,” and maintain our coun- 
try in her foremost piace among the na- 
tions of the earth.

‘BLOW AT THE TVYIETMOE GANG. 

Closed-shop unionism has received a 
solar plexus blow from the Court of Ap- 
peals of the State of New York. That 
tribunal—than which none ranks higher— 
decided unanimously that the “workman's 
compulsory compensation act” passed by 


the last New York Legislature is nul! and 
-yoid, becarse the operation of the law takes 


property and property rights “without due 


proceas of law,” which is a violation not 


only of the Constitution of the State of 
New York but of the Constitution of the 
United States. 

The principal feature of the New York 


Jaw (which was copied by the California 


Legislature, now happily moribund,) is that 
it requires employers of labor in certain 
‘dangerous or hazardous occupations—such 
as bridge building, operation of elevators, 
work on scaffolds, work on electric wires. 
working with explosives on railroads, and 
tunnels and work carried on under com- 


- pressed air—to compensate their employees 


engaged in manual labor for any injury 
occurring during the course of the work, 
although such injury might occur through 
no fault of the employer and solely through 
‘the negligence of the workman. 

Prior to the enactment of the law now 
held to be a violation of the Constitution of 
the State of New York, the law there held 
the employer to be not Mable for an injury 
suffered by an employee unless such in- 
juries were due to some fault or negligence 
on the part of the employer, and the work- 
tan was shown to be free from fault or 
negligence in contributing to the accident. 
The new law abrogated both the “fellow 
servant” doctrine and the “contributory 
negligence” rule. 

In the case in hand the plaintiff—a switch. 
man on a Buffalo railroad—sued the company 
for damages on account of injuries received, 
alleging simply that he was injured solely 
by reason of the necessary risk or danger 
of his employment; the defendant admitted 
the plaintiff's allegations but set up the 
plea of the Jaw’s unconstitutionality. The 
eourt holds that the Legislature has a per- 
fect right to clagsify certain occupations 
as “dangerous,” but adds: 

“Under our form of government courts 
must regard al! economic, philosophica! and 
moral theories, however attractive and de 
sirable they may be, as subordinate to the 
primary question whether they can . be 
moulded into statutes without Infringing 
upon the letter or spirit of our written 
Constitutions. 


“If such economic and sociological argu. 


ments as are here advanced in support af 
this Statute can be allowed to subvert the 
fundamental idea of property, then there 
is nO private right entirely safe; because 
there is ho limitation upon the absolute 
discretion of Legisiatures, and the gvaran- 
tees of the Constitution are a mere waste 
of words.”

But to enact that a man injured solely 
by his own carelessness can make his em- 
ployer pay for his injuries is outrageously 
unjust, and fair-minded men .wi!! not regret 
that the Court of Appeals of New York 
has stamped such a law with its disap. 
proval.

There are so many kinds of sinners—tol- 
erably good, bad and indifferent, morose 
and jolly, soothing and aggravating, de- 
pressing and encouraging—that it is no 
easy matter to classify them, and a most 
dificult thing to ascribe pre-eminence of 
badness to the right, or rather, the wrongest 


attractive and companionable that one is 
always inclined to temper justice with a little 
j, with Mercy with a capital M, in pronounc- 
ing sentence upon them. while in dealing 
with some others it is a most unholy joy 
to pitchfork them away back where the fur- 
nace is hot to white heat, and the wailing 
and howling is shrillest and most agonizing. 

But that, you see, is not the act nor the 
feeling of a saint. That is the impulse and 
deed of a sinner—one of the worst kind of 
sinners. A sinner so mean and dangerous 
that he was specified in the sermon on the 
mount, and the ‘chosen disciples were 
warned most emphatically against the sin 
of judging their fellow mortals and rashly 
pronouncing sentence upon them—*“Judge 
not, that ve be not judged.” 

These are the sinners who go around 
packing their little private judgment seat 
with them, as a motorman carries his stool 
from car to shed. and back again. Then, 
at any time, no matter how hurried the 
judicial sinner may be, even if he is racing 
to catch a train, he can stop anywhere in 
the street, sit down’ on his little Judgment 
‘seat, try and condemn—he is never known 
to acquit anybody—and sentence some saint 
or sinner worth a million of him. 

All that he wants is for some one—any- 
body—nobody—-to make any sort of an ac- 
cusation against any man, and he will con- 
demn the culprit. He has but one rule of 
evidence, and he quotes it in every trial: 
“Where there's so much smoke, there must 
be a little fire.” 

Which is a lie, to begin with. Sometimes 
the dunnest clouds of sulphurous smoke 
curl about the character of . man or wom- 
an, when there is no fire nearer than the 
pit of hell. 

But that’s near enough to suit the pur- 
poses of the judicial sinner; and, indeed, that 
is the fire most useful for him in all his 
decisions. 

I have known him to condemn a man as 
a heretic, if not an infidel, because he de- 
nied ‘that “Hang out our banners on the 
outward walls; the cry is still, ‘they come,” 
wasn't in the Bible. 

The judicial sinner is always positive. 
I am glad there are some positive men in 
the world. I am glad to meet a man who 
is positive that he knows it all. It is sucha 
pleasure to hang around awhile and hear 
him reverse his own decisions. That’ is 
the way a positive character adds to the 
gaiety of the nations. Now, I am rather 
dubious, myself. 1 am apt to pronounce 
suspended sentences on the culprite who 
are brought into my court. I have reviewed 
myself so many times that I am almost 
afraid to be positive about anything. I! 
have been tavght, and 1 have believed from 
my childhood, that 2 and 2 make 4. 
Meve it. But if you should rush at me sud- 
denly and grill me under a flerce cross 
examination, | would have ‘> admit that 
all | know about it is what | ‘ave been 
told. And I don't believe that my teachers 
would lie about a little thing like that. 
Now, if it was a matter of 2,000,000 and 
2,000,000, there might be some temptation 
to slip in a couple of hundred thousand 
somewhere and so bunco a poor fellow who 
is slow and stupid at figures. I am not 
very positive when America was discov- 
ered, nor who discovered it.

RUSHING GLENDALE FRUTT. 


Strain on at the Packing Houses and 
im the Groves to Complete Harvest 
Before Another Rain. 

GLENDALE, April 3.—The rancn- 
men and packing house managers of 
this valley are exerting every effort to 
ge: the local citrus crop harvested and 
shipped before another rainy spell 
overtakes them. The orarge and lem 
on season at thie place ts now at its 
height. At all of the houses the em- 
ployees are working overtime and the 
packing establishments are proving 
too small to accommodate the incom- 
ing fruit. During the early part cf 
the season the heavy rains hindered 
the gathering to such a extent that 
when the pickers were able to go to 
the fields, the fruit was riper than 
was desired and this fact necessitated 
hurried gathering, packing and ship- 


ping. 

The frult is being delivered at the 
houses in excellent condition this 
year. The fruit ts cleaner and lare«- 
er and with fewer blemishes this vear 
than for several seasons. In addition 
to being fumigated, the orchards have 
been fertilized and given better care 
generally than ever before. 

The amount of fruit grown per acre 
this year will far exceed last year's 
crop, and notwithstanding the* fact 
that the price being received ts lit- 
tle lower than usual for oranges, the 
lower price will be more than offset 
by the greater amount of fruit being 
gathered. The price being received 
for lemons .s about the same as last 
season and the local output will be 
somewhat heavier. 

The Sparr packing house has 
shipped up to date fifty care of or- 
anges and thirty cars of lemons. 
W. MeKinney. manager of the 
house, expects that more than 25% 
ears of fruit will pass through his 
houge this _year. 

At the Rossmoyne packing house, 
eight packers are sending fruit out at 
the rate of eight care every week. So 
far this season, fifty cars of oranges 
and twenty-five cars of lemons have 
been shipped. Manager J. Young 
stated this week that he expects to 
send out at least 175 cars of frult the 
present season. All this frult comes 
from the Rors ranch which consists of 
$75 acres, planted to citrus fruit. This 
company keeps twenty-four pickers 
buey tn ite orchards. The Edmund- 
Peycke packing house, jocated at 
Glendale avenue and Lomita avenuc, 
is sending out seven cars of fruit 
every — The entire crop of Mrs. 
Wine’s ranth is being handled by this 
company and will amount to twenty 
cars of navel cranges and several cars 
of valencias.
